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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The summary of the invention is objected to because of the following informalities:

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-27 recites the limitation "application definition, application session, existing 
application session and terminating statement". There is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claim. Further the claim language is unclear and hard to interpret. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (I), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent.

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre- AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Osborne II et al 
USPN 6,775,824. 

Regarding claims 1, 6, 7, 1 1-15, 20, 21, 25, 26 and 27 
Osborne II et al teaches, 

- a control program receiving an application definition expressed as a plurality of 
statements, including at least one of said program-terminating statements (figure 4) 

- the control program receiving a request to execute the application definition and 
identifying whether the request to execute corresponds to an existing application session 
(column 6, lines 21-31, test system 110... test process"); 

- if the request to execute does not correspond to an existing application session, 
initializing implicit application session state including initializing a program pointer to 
identify a first statement in the application definition to execute (column 6, lines 1-10, 
controlled by. . . testing session beans"); 

- if the request to execute corresponds to an existing application session, restoring implicit 
application session state from a storage location, including restoring the program pointer 
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to identify a statement in the application definition to execute (column 7, lines 40-51, 
such as code generator. . . during test"); 

- the control program causing the execution of the statements in the application definition 
and in connection therewith maintaining implicit application session state (column 21, 
lines 49-58, " of test session. . . realistic test"); 

- causing the implicit application session state to be stored to a storage location before 
execution of any statements of the set of program-terminating statements, so that a 
subsequent request to execute the application definition may continue execution of the 
same application session, (figure 4). 

Regarding claims 2 and 16 
Osborne II et al teaches, 

- environment is a servlet container and wherein the control program is implemented as a 
servlet executing under the control of the servlet container (figure 1, column 7, lines 28- 
37, " a queue manager... assigned request"). 

Regarding claims 3-5 and 17-19 
Osborne II et al teaches, 

- set of program- terminating statements includes statements to display web pages (figures 
6-14, column 5, lines 25-40). 

Regarding claims 8 and 22 
Osborne II et al teaches, 
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- application definition is organized as a program space having a data space for holding 
explicit state and wherein the data space is associated with a persistent object to store the 
explicit state (column 1, lines 15-31, "componentized software... these practice"). 

Regarding claims 9 and 1 0 
Osborne II et al teaches, 

- an original application program is developed in a high-level language and compiled into 
the application definition (column 5, lines 41-52, "middleware 1 16 is depicted. . . display 
to user"). 

Regarding claims 23 and 24 
Osborne II et al teaches, 

- the application definition is an XML document having tags reflecting language constructs 
of the high-level language (column 5, lines 25-35 and column 23, lines 45-51).
